Please take into account that the Public Records 
Act specifically provides that public records requested by any member of the public shall be provided "as promptly as 
possible." 

If for any reason, you anticipate that you cannot produce the records by that date, please contact me by telephone or 
email to let me know the reason why and the date on which you can produce them. If you believe that any of the 
records requested are exempt from disclosure, please cite the specific statutory (or other) basis for that belief. 

If you anticipate that you will charge me for the production of the records, please cite the portion of the Public Records 
Act authorizing such charges and provide me an estimate of the proposed charges and the manner in which such 
charges were calculated.
